*ufed»* alTuFHig Ldrd- MontrcvUki that^ 
were hiS fortune infruitely greater, Ihe- 
'would not marry.him, tho' fervitudelhould; 
l>c the alternatives 

His Lordfliip thereffire fbf bore ti^ ptttk 
'her >farri)er... Hedcfire.di that if Drfatrierc 
wrote toJier, or faw her, (he would let him 
•fcnow, which ftie readily agreed to ;, and he 
told her that: folo»g as Ihe Was fihgle, and 
Mid nothing to Hifobligi him^ ht would 
|jay heran hundred giitneas a yiaWh quar- 
terly payriients.. He gave her a barrk note- 
of fifty, pounds-; . and recommending it to 
Tter to go as foon as poflibic to Mrs, Staf- 
fOird% he ki fifed her cheek with an appear- 
ance of affedion greater than. he had yec/:

The tttJit day Delamertf was ^gain ad-

Emm'cline, the addiriohal agitation of

durihg the night, appeared tViore indifi*- 
|)Ored than ffle had d6ne the day before.. 

iJilamcre, very mucH alarmed at her- 
alttred looks, anxioufly enquired the- 
cauft? And without hefitation (he told^ 
him fim|4ly all ^hat had paffed ; the pro- 
imift ftiC had given to his father, to which 
ihe intended ftriftiy to adhere, and thcar-* 
fangement ftie had agreed to on coadition

It is impofiible to defcribe the grief and* 
indignation of Delaoiere^. at hearing this 
relation. He fawall the hopes fruftrated? 
which he had been fo long indulging ; he 
faw between him and all he loved^a bar- 
rier which- time only cowld remove; he 
d:ared not Jiope that Emmeline would ever 
be induced -to brc^k an engagement which 
fhe confidered as binding; he dared not 
flkttcf himfelf with^the moftdiftant prof* 
peft' or procuring the confent of Lord and 
tiady.MontreArille>.and therefore by their 
dcathspnly could he obtain her; which 
if he had been unnatural enough to wifb, 
wa$ yet in all probability very: dift ant j as 
Lord Montreville was not more than-fcven 
jind forty, and of an excellent conftitrution;

The. vary iog coknir of her complexion, 
to which the emotions of her mind pcftorcd 
for a monaent the faint tints ef returning 
healthi made Dclamerc hope that her rc- 
folution was Shaken ; and feizing with his 
\ifual vehemence on an idea fo flattering, 
he was inftantly on his knees before 
her imploring her confent> to profecute 
their journey, and intreating Mifs Law- 
ion's alfiftance, to move her inexorable 
friend.

by both the ladies. Nor was ic in lobks only 
that Fitz-Edward was extremely changed. 
— His chearfulnefs was quite gone; he ap- 
peared to be ineffedlually ftruggling with 
fomc unjconquerable uneafinefs; and the* 
his foft and infinuating manners were the 
fame, he no longer fought, by a thoufand 
agreeable fallks and lively anecdotes, to 
entertain; or whatever attempt he made 
wat fo evidently forced, that it loft it's fuc- 
ccfs.

The heart of Delamerc was acceflible 
only by the avenues of affcftion and kind- 
nefs; compulfion and threats only made 
him more refoUitcly perCft in any fa- 
vourite projeft.

^obtained a pod in adminiitration whidk 
lihCreafed his income and his power. Sit 
Richard Crofts pdficffed a lucrative em- 
ployment in the fame department; afid his 
^dcft fon was become extremely ncceflary, 

K 6 from 
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from his afiiduity and attention to bufinefs, 
and. more than cve*r a favourite with all 
Lore} Montrevine*s family, with whom he 
almaft tntirelv lived.

'* To retrench as »«reh as poffible, he 
retired with her and his three children to 
an cftate, which being attached to the title^

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left, and to clear off the burden with whlcb 

he had been compelled to load his paternal 

cftates. But a Dow fever, the effect of for* 

row, had fcized on my mother, then far 

advanced in her pregnancy with me j my 

father, folicitous to fave her in whom all 

his happinefs was centered, fent to London 

for the beft advice to attend her.

To be adcomplifhed, therefore^ I endea* 
vourcd with all my power; but the time 
ieemed infuppdrtably lon^ before tl>it 
eflay was to be made. It was relieved*^ 
tho' mournfully, by frequent vifits from 
niy father ; who was accuifonied . to (it 
whole hours looking at me, white hia tcflrs 
bore wiCnefs to the great refembfancc I 
had to my mother. My voice too, par- 
ikularly when wc converfed in Fffnch^ 
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frequently made him ftart, as if he agaqi 
heard that which he had never ceafed to 
remember and to regret. He would then* 
fondly prefs me to his heart, and cali me 
his {)oor orphan girl, the image of his loft 
Adelinal 

** Tho' my mother had been now dead 
above fifteen years, his paflion for her 
memory feemed not at all abated. He had, 
by a long refidence abroad, paid. off the 
debts with which he had incumbered his> 
income, but could do no more -^ and the 
cxpences neccflary for young men of my 
brother's rank prclTcd hardly upon him. 
Ever fincc his return to England, his friends 
had entreated him to attempt, by marrying 
a wdfnan of fortune, to repair the deficiency 
of his own ; reprefenting to him, that to 
jptovidc for the children of his Adelina, 
Ivould be a better proof of his aflfeftion to 
her memory than indulging a vain and 
ufelefs regret. 

'* He had however long cfcaped from 
their importunity by objecting, on fomc 
pretence or other^ to all the great fortunes 

whic^i 
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which were pointed OHt to hirrt — his heart 
rejeftcd with abhorrence every idea of a^ 
fecond marriage. But my brothers every- 
day required a larger fupply of money to 
fuppoTt them as their birth demanded; and 
to their interelt^my father at length deter- 
mined tafacrifice the remainder of a life, 
which had on his own account no longer 
any value. The heirefs of a rich grocer ia 
thecity was foon difcovered by his afllduous 
friends, who was reputed to be pofleflcd of 
two hundred thoufand pounds. On clofer 
enq,uiry, the fum was found to be very he* 
tie if at all exaggerated by fame. Mifs- 
Jobfon, with a tali, meagre perfon, acoun^- 
tcnance bordering on the horrible, and 
armed with two round black eyes which (h« 
fancied beautiful, had fcen her fortieth 
year pafs, while (he attended on her papa> 
in Leadcnhall-ftreet, or was dragged by 
two fleck coach horfes to and from Horn* 
fey. Rich as her father was, he would not 
part with any thing while he lived;, and, by 
the afliftance of two maiden fiRcrs, had fo

guafcfed his daughter ffdm tht dangci*oi» 
attacks of IrKbmeti and yd^iigtt brdi* 
f hers, that flie had reached that mature pc>- 
f tod whhout hearing the foonhing voice df 
flattery, to whieh (he was rxtfcmely dif- 
pofed to Irfte^r My (^hut^yct m middle 
age, and wkh a perlbn rerharic!tb]y fine, 
Would have been greatly to hcftaftc if fie 
could hare gratified, with' a better grace^ 
her love of admirationr But his ^ien(fe 
undertook to court her for him ; and hit 
title ftai more fucccftfblly plead*etf rn hi^ 
i^vOiif. ^he made fome objeftion ro" Ks 
having a family ; but aa I alone remained 
at home, fiie at length- agreed to Undertake 
f6 be at once a motheif-in*-]a# a#d a CouA^ 
teft; White thi^ treaty wiair going oio, and 
/ktknrcnts and jewels preparing, I wii^ 
tisiken feveral times to- wait on'Mifs' Job- 
ft>n J l«3t it was eafy to ftel haklnorthe 
good fortune ta pfeafe her. 

" 1 was but juflr turned of fifteen, vr^s fult 
of gaiety and vivacity, and poflt^ffed' thofe 
perfonal adv^ntagttsf, which, if ^^^ ever had

*hy (hare erf them, were long fmcc faded. 
She fetm^d cotifcio^s that tfic fplendour oT 
litr firft appearance would be ecfipfed bf 
the unadofrred ffmpKcity of mine > and (he 
hated hnc" beeaufe it was not m my powet* 
tty be old 3lnd ngfy. Giddy as I tirtn was, 
rtothi ng hM refpedt for my father prevented! 
rttty repaying with ridicofe, the fapercili- 
cw ftyfe in which (he ofiraHy treated mCr 
Mfer vulgar manners*, andawkard attempts 
t6 intrtate thofe of people of fafWon, excited 
rtiy perpetual mirths and as bcf diflikc of 
mc daily encreafed, I am afraid I did noe 
always conceal the contempt I felt in re. 
rurrt; Mift Jobfon chofe to pafs fome time 
aft Tunbridgc previous to her marriage* 
Thither my father followed her; and I wcnf 
with him, eager to make my firft appearance 
in public, and to fee whether the prophe- 
cies of the Duchefs would be fulfilled. 

" This expwinnent was made in a party" 
from Tunbridge to Lewes Races, where t 
had the delight of dancing for the firft timd 
in public^ and of feeing the high ai;id old' 

fa&ioned 
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fafiiioned little head of Mifs Jobfon, who 
affected to do fomething which (he thought 
was dancing alfo^ alnioft at the end of t^, 
fct, while I9 as an Earl's daughter, was. 
nearly ar the top. Had I been ever ac- 
cudomed to appear in public^ thefe diftinc-^ 
tions would have been too familiar to have 
given me any pleafure^ but now- they were 
enchanting; and, added to the univerfal ad- 
miratioa I excited, intoxicated me with 
vanity. My partner, who had been intro- 
duced to me by a- man of high rank the 
moment 1 entered the room,, was a gentle-, 
man from the Weft of England,, who was. 
juft of age, and entered into the pof- 
fcflioa of a fortune, of eight thoufand a 
year. 

" Mr. Trelawny (for that was his name) 
followed us to Tunbridge,, and frequently 
danced with me afterwards. Educated in 
obfcurity, and without any profpeft of thc- 
fortune to which he fucceedcd by a feries^* 
of improbable events, this young man had/ 
fuddcnly emerged into life. He was tole- 
rably 
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■ rablyhandfomej but had a heavy, unmean^ 
ing countenance, and was quice unformed. 
Several men of falhion, however, were kind 
enough to undertake to initiate him into a 
good (lyle of living; and for every thing 
that bore the name of fafliion and ton, he 
feemcd to have a violent attachment. To 
:that, I owed his unfortunate prepoflcffion 
in my favour. — I was admired and followed 
by men whom he had been taught to con* 
Oderasthcarbiters of elegance, and fupreme 
.judges of beauty and fafhion ; but they 
could only admire — they could not afford 
to marry an indigent woman of quality ; 
and they told Trclawny that they envied 
him th« power of pleafmg himfclf. — Sa> 
Trclawny was talked to about me, till he^ 
believed he was in love. In this pcrfuafioa 
he procured a (latement of his fortune to be 
fliewn to my father, by one of his friends,, 
and made an offer to lay it at my feet; an. 
offer wljich, tW my father would have been, 
extrem^ily glad to have me accept, he an- 
fwcrcd by referring Mr. Trclawny to me*

ftighc, referred him to my fathc*, itierdy 
bccauie I knew not myfeif what anfwer to^

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give hitn. Our convcifaftion ended, ind 
he went to find my father, ^hlXt I^ fCft the 
firft time in my life, begMi t6 wfieft on 
my prafpefts, and to confider T^hethcr I 
preferred marrying Mr. TttUumy to liv- 
ing with Mif8 Jobfort* To Mifs Jobfon, 1 
had a decided avcrfion; for Mr» Trela^ny, 
I felt neither love or hatred. My rtiind 
uras not made up on the fubjeft, whl^ft my 
fuJxtr came to me : he^ had ken Tr)*kwny» 
and eacpreflfed himfelf gi^^tly {^afed tt^ith 
the prudence and proprkt'y of my an- 
fwer. 

^ My AdeliiM IcfMUM^^^** eontimred he» 
*• that the happineft of my childi^eA is the 
•* only wiOi I have on eiarth ; iaod I may 
«* tell her, too, that my folkitude for her 
^* cJcce'cds all my other carcs**^folrcttude^ 
•* which will be at an end if I can fee her 
^ in theprotetSion of a man of honour and 
«• fortune. If therefore, my fove, you re- 
** ally do not difiipprove this young man> 
** whole fortune is fplendid, and of whofc 
" chara6ter I hav^ received the moft fa- 
" voiirai!>lfe aecouac^^ I (bill hare a weight 

** removed 
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^ removed from my mind, and. enjoy alf 
^ the tmnquillicy I can hope for on chls^ 
** fide the grave." 

** You know how foon I am to many 
Mifs Jobfom A mother-in-law is fel* 
dom beloved,. I may die, and l?avc you 
unprovided for; for you know, Adelinai. 
" the circumftanccs into which your grand* 
*' father's will, has thrown me. Our dear 
" Charles, whenever be inherits my title,, 
" will repoflefs the fortune of my anceftors, 
,** and will, I am fure,. aft generoufly by 
you and William; but fuch a dcpen* 
dance, if not precariouii.is painful; and 
by accepting the pfopofal of Mr. Tre* 
lawny, allmy apprehenfions will be at an 
end, and my Adelina fecure of that af* 
•* fluencc to which her merit as well as her 
" birth entitles her. But pow-erful as thcfe 
'^ confiderations are, let them not influence 
** you. if you feel, any reluftance to th« 
^ match. Were they infinitely ftronger, J- 
** willneveragainnamethem, if indoingfo 
*^ I hazard perfuading my daughter to a ftep 
*^ which may render her for ever unhappy.*' 

" Xho?,' 
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'^* Tho* I was very far from feeling for 
"Mr. Trclawny that decided preference 
^hich would in other circumftances have 
induced me to accept hrs hand, yet I found' 
my father fo defirous of my being fettled^ 
that as 1 had no averfion to the man^ 1 
could not refolve to difappoint him. Per- 
haps the profpeft of er^apingfrom the pow- 
•irr of my mother-in-law, and of being mif- 
trefs of an affluent fortune inftead of living 
in mortifying dependaiioc on her, might 
have too much influence on my heart. My. 
father, however, obtained without any dif- 
ficulty my confcnt to clofe with Mr. Tre- 
lawny'sprOpofafls. We all wentto London, 
where Lord WelVhaven married Mifs Job* 
fon, and the fettlements were preparing by 
which Mr. Trelawny fecured to me a join- 
ture as great as I <:ould have cxpedled if mf 
fortune had been equal to my rank. 

*' As the new Lady Wefthaven wais fo 
foon to be relieved from the prefcircc of a 
daughter fhc did not love, (be behaved to 
mc with tolerable civility. Occupied with 

her 
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her rai>ki (he fpcmcd to bav£ infinite de- 
light IB difplaying it to her city acq^uaint^. 
q.nce. Her L^dyDbip thopgjit a corpnct fa 
delightful an ornament, tb^t the. KveaneA 
utQnfils in her hopfc were adorned with it | 
^nd (be wore it woven or worked on all her 
clgath^, in the vain hope perhaps of couri- 
tera,fting the rcptlHng eff(?ft of an hideous 
countenance^ a difcordant voice,, and a 
TOanntr more vulg^ thwi either. I faw 
with concern that ocif father was not cpn- 
folcd by the poflcSDQ of her great fortune, 
for the mortification of havinjg given the 
name and place of his adored Adelina to a 
iRTon^an fo unlilgc her ia mind and pcribn. 
He wa^ieldooi welh feldomer at homes and 
fef n[)^d to have oo other delight than in 
hf^a^iQg Tfom his two fans^ and from bii 
tldeH: daughter ; aad when we were ^one, 
he told me that tp fee me married wosuld 
a\f9 give him pkafwes but he appeared^ 
I thoyght, lefs anxioujs for the match tbao 
^hw it was. .firft prppoftd. The prepara- 
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^ions, h(»wever, went on, and in fix weeks 
were compleated, 

" In that ititjerval, I had fcen Trelawny 
lalmpft every day. He always fctmed very 
'good humoured, and was certainly very 
thoughilefs. He loved me, or fancied he 
loved nfie, cxtrcnfiely; but 1 fometimes 
iufpeded that it was rather in CQnrjpliancc 
with the ta(le off cithers, than hrsown; and 
that. a fjivourite hunter or a famous pointer 
were very Hkply to rival me. My father 
fon(ietimes Utighcd at his boyi(h fondnefa 
fqr fuch things^ and the importaiice he afi« 
tif xed to then) i and fpmetirnes I thought 
he looked gra^rc ^d hurt at obfenring it. 

" For niy Qwn part, Ifaw his follies 5 
Ifut none thdxi did aotequally perceive ia 
the <:ondvft ^ other yoMOg nien. Tho* I 
had no abfoiute partiality co him, I was 
totally indifferent to every other man. I 
married him, thei-cforej and gave away 
my.perfoo before I. knew I had an heart. 

« We went immediately into Cornwall, 
to an old fafhioncd but magnificent family 

feat ; 
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Itat ; where I was received by Mr. Tre- 
lawny's fifter, a woman forne years older 
than he was, and who had brought him 
up. The Coarfc converfation of this wo- 
man, which Confifted entirely in details of 
family oeconomy, and the ftupidity of her 
hufband and a booby fon of fourteen, were 
tut ill calculated to render my retirement 
pleaGhg. Having laughed and wondered, 
once at the uncouth, figures and obfoletc 
notions of. Mr. Trelawny*s Cornifli. cou- 
fins, who haftcned, in. their beft cloaths, 
to congratulate him, from places who(e 
barbarous names I could not pronounce*- 
and having twice entertained the voters of 
^wo boroughs which belonged to the fa- 
mily; I had exhaufted all the delights of 
Cornwall, and prevailed on him to return 
to a country where I could fee a few beings 
like myfclf. . 

*^ When I came back into the worldi 
I was furroundcd by a croud of idle people, 
whofe admiration flatteried the vanity of 
Trclawny more than it did minej for I be- 
came 
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tame accuftomed to adulation^ and it lod 
it's charms with it's novelty^ Trelawny 
was continually with young men of f;ifhion, 
who called then[ifelvcs his friends; and who 
befides doing him the kindncfs to advifc and 
inftruft him in the difpofal of his fortune, 
would have relieved him from thcaffeftions 
of his wife, if he had ever poflcflVd them; 
They made love to mej with as little fcru- 
pie as they borrowed money oi bim\ and 
told me that ncglcft on the part of my 
hu/band, well dcfcrvcd to be repaid with 
infidelity on mine: but I felt for thefe flial- 
low libertines only difguft and contempt; 
and received their profeflions with (b much 
coldnefs, that they left me, in fcarch of 
fome other giddy creature, who might not, 
by ill timed prudery, belie the promife of 
early coquetry. It was yet however vtry 
rpuch the fartiion to admire me ; and my 
hufband feemed ftill to take fome delight 
in hearing and reading in the daily papers 
that Lady Adelina Trelawny was the moft 
elegant figure at Court, or that ev^ry 
Vol. IL M beauty 
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beauty at the Opera was eclipfed on ijfsr 
-entrance. The eagernefs and avidity with 
which I had entered, fronn the confinenient 
of the nnrfcry, to a life of continual difli- 
pation, was now confiderably abated. I 
continued it from habit, and becaufe I 
knew not how to employ my time other- 
wife ; but I felt a dreary vacuity in my 
heart ^ and amid fplendor and admiratioa 
was unhappy. 

^* The return of my elder brother from 
•his firft campaign in America, was the only 
real pleafure I had long felt. He is per- 
haps one of the mod elegant and accom- 
pliflicd young men of his time; but to be 
^legantand accompli (bed is his leaftpraife— 
His folid undcrftanding, and his excellent 
heart, are ati honour to his country and to 
human nature. That quick fenfe of honoiff, 
and that ftridlnefs of principle, which now 
make my greateft terror, give a peculiar 
luftre and dignity to his charadler. My 
father rcccivied him with that delight a 
lather only can feel i and faw and gloried 

with 
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with ail a father's pride, in a fucccffor 
worthy of his anceftors. 

** My brother, who had always laved mc 
extremely, tho* we had been very little to- 
gether, took up his abode at my houfc 
while he (laid in England, Trelawny 
feerned to fejel. a fort of awe before him, 
which made him endeavour to hide his 
vices if not his weakncfs, while he remained 
with us. He was more attentive to me 
than he had long been* My brother hoped 
I was happy J and tho* Trelawny was a man 
whofe converfation afforded him no plea-; 
fure, he behaved to him with every ap- 
pearance of friendfhip and regard. He was 
foan. however to return to his regiment 5 
and my father, who had been ina declining 
ftatc of health ever fince his fecond mar- 
riage> appeared to grow worfe as the period 
of feparation approached. He feemcd to 
have waited pnly for this beloved fon to 
clofe hi$rey<s ; for a few days before he was 
again to take leave, my father found his 
end very rapidly approaching.

" Pcrfcflly confcious of it, he fcttleS 
:all his affairs ; and made a provifion for me 
and my brother William out of the money 
?of the prcfcnt Lady Wcfthaven, which the

" (he fo much referaWes^' your fainted 
" mother, 

** I was in the- room", in an agony of 
forrow. He called me to him. "My 
•*^ daughter," faid he, in a feeble voice, 
^ remember that the honour of your family 
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** —of your brothers — is in your hands—— 
*'• and remember it is facred. — Endeavour 
" to deftrvc the happinefs of baing fiftt^r'^ 
" to fuch brothers^ and daughter to fuchi 
*•" a mother as your's was!*' 

• " I was unable to anfwer-. I could only; 
kifs his convulfed hands j which 1 eagerly 
did, asif to tell him that I promifcd all he- 
expe<5ted'of nte. My own heart, which^ 
then made the vow, now* perpetually re- • 
proaches me with having kept it fo ill ! 

** A few hours after wardsy my father" 
died. My brother^ unable- to announce to- 
me the melancholy tidings, took my hand 
in filcnce, and led mc out of the houfe, . 
v/hich was now Lady Wefthaven's* He 
had only a few days to ftay. in England,, 
which he employed in paying the laft. 
mournful duties to his father 5 and thea- 
eiTibarked :again for America, leaving his- 
affairs to be fettled by my fitter's huft>and,. 
Lord Clancarryl, to whom he wrote to* 
come over from Ireland ; for my brother 
William was now ftationed in the Weft- 
ladies,, where he obtained the command.

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of a man of war 5 and my brother Wed. ' 
haven knew, that to leave any material 
bufinefs to Trelawny, was to leave it to ig- 
norance and imbecility* 

** In my hulband, I had neither a friend 
or a companion — I had not even a prt^ 
teftor ; for except when he was under the ' 
reftraint of my brother's prefcnce, he was 
hardly ever at home. Sometimes he was 
gone on tours to diftant counties to attend 
races or hunts, to which he belonged 1 and 
fometimes to France, where he was em- 
barked in gaming aflbciations with £ng« 
lilhmen who lived only to difgrace their 
name. Left to pafs my life as the wife of 
fuch a man as Trelawny, I felt my brother's 
departure as the deprivation of all Iloved^ 
But the arrival of my fitter and her hufband 
relieved me, I had not feen them for fome 
years j and was delighted to meet my fitter 
happy with a man fo worthy and refpedlablc 
as Lord Clancarryl. 

*' He took poffefTion on behalf of my 
brother of the eftate my aunt was now^ 
obliged to r^fign > and as my fitter was 

impatient 
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ihipatient to return to Ireland, where {h« 
Bad left her children, they preflcd me ex- 
tremely to gO'thither with them, Trelawny 
was gone out on one of his rambles ; buc- 
1 wrote to him and obtained his confent—* 
indeed he long fmce ccafed tOvtroublc him- 
ftlf about me. 

" I attended" my fifter therefore to Lough- 
Garryl ; on the beautiful banks of which 
her Lord had buUc a« houfe, which pof^ 
fefling as much magnificence as was proper 
to their rank, was yet contrived with an at- 
tention to all the comforts of domeftic re- 
tirement. Here Lady Clancarryl chofe to. 
refide the whole year; and my Lord never 
left it but to attend the bufinefs of Parlia- 
ment at Dublin. 

** His tender attention to his wife j hii 
ardent, yet regulated fondnefs for his chil- 
dren J the peace and order which reigned 
in hishoufe; the delightful andeafyfociety 
he fometimes coUedted in it, and the chear- 
ful confidence we enjoyed in quiet family 
parties when without company; made me 
feel with bitternefs and reuret the difference 

M 4 between 
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between my fifter's lot and mine. Her 
hufband made it the whole bufincfs of his 
life to fulfill every duty of his rank, mint 
feemed only folicitous to degrade himftlf 
below his. One was improving his fortune 
by well regulated ceconomy ; the othcr- 
difljpating his among gamefters and pick- 
pockets. The converfation of Lord Clan* 
carryl was fenfible, refined, and improving ;, 
Trclawny's confided either in tirefome de- 
tails of adventures among jockies, pedi- 
grees of horfes, or fcandalous and filly- 
anecdotes about pcrfons of whom nobody* 
^ifhed to hear ; or he funk into fulleir 
filence, yawned, and fhewed how vtry 
little relifh he had for any other difcourfe-^ 
" When I married him, I knew not to* 
what I had condemned myfelf. As his 
cRarafter gradually difcovered itfelf, my 
yeafon alfo encreafed ; and now, when 1 had- 
an opportunity of comparing him to fuch a 
man as Lord Clancarryl, I felt all the hor- 
rors of my deftiny ! and beheld, with a 
dread from which my feeble heart recoiled, 

a loag^ 
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a long, long profpeft of life before me-— ' 
without attachment, without fricndfliip, . 
without love. 

^^ I remained two months in Ireland ;. 
and heard nothing of Trclawny, 'till a 
match having been made on- the-Curragh.^ 
of Kildare, on which hat had a large bcti 
depending^ he came over to be prefent a^ : 
it ; and I heard wtth regret thai I was to ' 
return with him. While he remained in-» 
Ireland, his difgufting manners-, and eonti - 
nual intoxication, extremely difpleafed 
Lord Clancarry^lj and I lived in perpetual 
uneafinefs. A few-days befiDre we were to 
embark for England, George Eitz-Ed ward,v. 
bis Lord(hjp's younger brother^ xame from -- 
the iiorth of Ireland, wliere he had been 
with his regiment, to Lough Carryl; but 
it was only a pafTing vifit to his family 
—he was going to England, and we were - 
to fail in the fame pacquet.**^ ' 

At the mention of George Fitz- Edward, , 
Lady Adelina grew more diftrefled than (he 
liad yet been in the courfc of her narrative^,

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Mrs. Stafford and Emmcline teftifted figns- 
of furprizc. She obfervcd it; and aiked 
if they knew him? Mrs. Stafford anfwercd, 
they had (bme acquaintance with him; and 
Emmeline remarked that (he either never 
heard or had forgotten that his father's fe- 
cond title was Clancarryl.
